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Tho  loiTa  Crop  and  Livestock  /"leportin^  Service  is  the  loira  unit  o£  a  na- 
tion--:icle  or:;;anization  which  is  cntruGted  with  the  responsibility  of  operating 
a  standard  statistical  service  for  agriculture.     The  Division  of  Agricultural 
Sto.tistics  is  a  division  of  the  lovra  Ctate  Department  of  A^ricvJtm^e  iTorlzins 
in  coor)cration  r.dth  the  Agricultural  Kpxheting  Service  of  the  United  TJtates 
De-:)art:.ient  of  Agriculture,     The  year  1939  marked  the  one-hundredth  anniversary 
of  the  collection  of  statistics  of  agriculture  in  the  United  states. 

The  general  program  of  the  loim  Crop  and  Livestock  peporting  Cervice  is 
to  neat  the  public  needs  and  denojids  for  summary  data  of  an  hictorical  nature 
and  for  current  statistical  i;if enaction  of  agricultural  production  in  lo\ra,  and 
the  United  States, 

In  recent  years,  there  has  been  an  increasing  demand  from  agricultural 
organizations,   cominorcial  interests,  teachers,  legislitors,   eaid  county.  State 
and  govcrni'-iental  agencies  for  agricultural  data  showing  the  trends  of  change 
in  counties*    Little  has  been  done  in  the  past  to  make  available  data  for  each 
county  over  an  extended  period  of  tij^.e.     So  urgent  is  the  need  for  county  data 
that  sone  organizations  have  asseir.bled  such  information  at  considerable  cost. 
It  is  in  response  to  these  needs  that  this  series  is  being  issued. 

The  county  data  herein  offered  have  been  assembled  from  c::isting  State 
and  federo.1  docur:ients  and  reports,  under  the  supervision  of  lIor:;i?ji  Strand, 
State-T.ddo  ".'.'ork  Projects  Administration  Supervisor  of  Agricultural  JCcononics 
and  Statistics  projects.     This  is  a  report  of  work  completed  on  Official  Proj- 
ect 65'-l"72"155  of  the  "".Tork  P-rojccts  Actninistration,     Official  Project  065-72- 
3-o6  ftu-nished  the  material  for  Tables  24  and  26.

Lee  County  vms  first  established  in  1836,  but  its  boundaries  r/ere  changed 
in  1838  end  again  in  1839,  v/hen  its  present  boundaries  were  fixed  by  the  Terri- 
torin.l  Legislature,     On  the  18th  of  January,  1838,  the  county-seat  v;as  located 
at  rort  Hadison,     The  county  was  officially  named  by  the  '''isconsin  Territorial 
Legislati-ire  on  December  7,  1836,  but  there  is  considerable  controvorsy  ovor  the 
source  of  the  name.    However,  it  is  now  generally  believed  that  the  nojne  refers 
to  Lieutenant  Albert  II,  Lea  viho  mapped  the  region  in  1835  and  also  suggested 
the  none  of  Iowa  for  the  nevf  territoryo     The  difference  in  spelling  is  consid- 
ered a  transcription  error. 

A  site  had  been  selected  for  the  county-seat  in  184-0  near  the  geographical 
center  of  the  county;   a  term  was  laid  out  and  named  Franklin,  but  no  bi^ildings 
were  erected  and  no  county  business  vfas  transacted  there.     In  1843,  the  seat  of 
government  was  moved  to  Tfest  Point,  where  the  first  term  of  court  iras  held  that 
year.     In  the  fall  of  1845,  by  a  vote  of  the  people.  Fort  Madison  was  again 
made  the  county-seat.     By  act  of  the  Legislature  of  1855,  a  court  with  concur- 
rent jurisdiction  i/as  established  at  Jloolaik,  l/ 

This  part  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  "i/hile  under  the  rule  of  Spain  and  France, 
was  at  various  times  occupied  by  adventurers,  traders  end  wanderers.  Ho^.^ever, 
in  1820,  Dr.  luir,  a  U.  S.  Army  surgeon,  settled  at  Keokuk,  and  history  seems 
to  accept  this  as  the  first  real  settlcjnent  in  the  county.     Isaa.c  Galland  or- 
gfiuized  the  first  school,  vrhich  opened  on  October  4,  1830,  near  the  pi-esent 
village  of  Gallojid.    I'lojiy  other  small  settlements  yrere  also  begun  about  this 
time ,  2/ 

In  1824,  a  treaty  was  made  at  "Tashington  in  which  119,000  acros  in  the 
south  part  of  the  county  were  reserved  to  half  breeds — persons  of  white  and 
Indirja  parentage.     This  caused  almost  endless  trouble,  and  became  loioim  as  the 
"Half  Breed  Tract"  controversy.     It  -^..ras  finally  settled  by  repealing  the  lav/ 
and  selling  the  land.  3/ 

In  1853,  a  company  was  formed  to  build  a  railroad  up  the  Des  j'oinos  '/al- 
ley from  Keolcuk  to  Fort  Des  I"';oines  and  thence  to  Hinnesota.     The  road  -.T-S  com.- 
pleted  to  r.entonsport  in  1857.     The  Keokuk,  I'-'^ount  Pleasant  and  rusca.tine  Rail- 
road i;as  built  from  Keokuk  to  Ilontrose  in  1856  and  finished  to  Fort  Iladison  in 
1857,  4/    It  is  now  Icnovm  as  the  Chic  .go,  Burlington  and  Quincy  Railroad, 

Area 

Lee  County  has  three  rivers  forming  parts  of  its  boundary  cjid  has  an  area 
of  511  square  miles,  5/    It  comprises  327,040  acres,  of  which  296,338  acres 
are  listed  as  farm  Isnds,  6/    There  o.re  fifteen  tovmships  in  the  county  and  it 
ranks  forty-eighth  in  point  of  size  in  the  state.

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Soils 

The  Goils  ox  Lee  County  are  groupod  into  four  cla.sses  according  to  their 
ori:,in  end.  location;     namely,  loess,  terrace,  sY/amp  end  bottom-land,  and  resid- 
ual.    The  loess  soils  cover  79.8  percent  o£  the  surface  of  the  county  end  are 
divided  into  C-rundy  silt  loam — 27.5  percent,  Grundy  clay  loam — 0,5  percent, 
Lindley  loam — 23.7  percent,  Putnam  silt  loam--11.4  percent,  i'emphis  silt  loam — 
10.0  percent,  and  Marion  silt  loam — 6.7  percent.     The  terrace  soils  cover  6.1 
percent  of  the  county,  and  are  divided  into  Buckner  loajn  series — 5.1  percent, 
and  Buclmer  fine  sand — 1.0  percent.     The  svamp  and  bottom-land  soils  cover  13.4 
percent  of  the  county,  and  are  divided  into  Genesee  loams --6. 6  percent,  and 
V.'abash  lopjns — 6,8  percent.     The  residvial  soil  has  but  one  type,  the  Union  stony 
loam — 0«7  percent,  7/ 

Topography 

Lee  County  occupies  a  broad  upland  plain.     The  surface,  for  the  nost  part, 
is  slightly  undulating  to  rolling.     At  the  border  of  this  plain,  nuanerous  steep 
ravines  and  gorges  occur  and  there  is  a  sudden  drop  of  200  feet  or  more  to  the 
vfater  level  of  the  streams  bordering  the  county.     This  upland  area  slopes  grad- 
ually to  the  southeast  and  is  divided  roughly  into  txvo  T/ide  areas  by  Eig  Gugar 
Creek  and  Sugar  Creek.     Bordered  on  the  east  and  T.^est  by  these  tvro  creeks  and 
on  the  north  and  south  by  the  Slrunk  and  Des  Moines  rivers,  respectively,  is  an 
area  vrhich  is  soiiey/hat  elevated  above  the  surrounding  area.    Hor/ever,  this  area 
is  very  irregtdar  and  is  severely  cut  by  nany  small  streams.     Loir,  alluvial 
plains  border  the  small  streams,  but  none  of  them  are  very  extensive  in  area. 
Along  the  I'ississippi  there  is  a  large  area  of  bottom-land  lying  betireen  the 
mouth  of  the  Skunk  River  and  Fort  Madison,  including  a  large  portion  of  Green 
Bay  toT/nship,     Bet\Yeen  Fort  Madison  and  Ilontrose  there  is  bottom-land,  but  high- 
er in  elevation,  and  some  terraces  p.re  found.     Near  Sand  Prairie  there  is  an  im- 
portant area  of  terrace  soil  separated  from  the  Des  Moines  River  by  a  narrow 
strip  of  bottom-land. 

The  drainage  of  the  county  is  acconplished  by  three  creeks,  tiYo  of  vrhich. 
Sugar  end  Big  Augar  creeks,  exe  large,  irhile  the  third,  Lost  Creek,  is  much 
smaller.     These  creeks  rise  in  the  northiTostern  part  of  the  county  and  floiT  in 
a  southeasterly  direction,  s/ 

Climate 

The  59-year  (1871-1930)  average  temperature  of  this  county  r.ras  52,1  de- 
grees.    The  average  precipitation  for  59  years  (1871-1930)  was  31,05  inches, 
and  the  grovdng  season  betrveen  the  average  killing  frost  dates  of  April  12 
and  October  16,  was  187  days  for  59  years  (1871-1930).  9/

Cooperatives  may  both  buy  end  sell  or  they  may  perform  one  or  the  other 
function  e::cluGively.     Purchasing  cooperatives  buy  non-farm  commodities  for 
distribution  to  their  members  and  patrons,  and  selling  cooperatives  marhet 
farm  coritiodities  for  their  members  and  patrons.

TJote  Regarding  Yields  of  Corn 

The  crop  assessors'  statistical  breahdovm  for  corn  acreage  is  as  follows: 
(l)  all  corn,  (2)  corn  husked  for  grain,  (3)  corn  cut  for  silage,  (4)  corn  cut 
for  fodder  and  (5)  corn  hogged  off.  A  total  production  is  given  for  eacli  farm 
which  includes  only  that  actually  liusl:ed»  In  getting  county  totals  of  produc- 
tion the  acreage  other  than  that  hushed  is  raultiplied  by  the  yield  (derived  by 
dividing  total  bushels  corn  husked  by  total  acres  husked)  snd  added  to  suimna- 
tions  of  individual  farm  productions  shorm  as  husked.  This  assijiiies  that  acre- 
age not  husked  woiild  have  produced  the  sane  yield  as  that  actually  husked. 

In  1954  and  1936,  both  poor  crop  years,  separate  estimations  of  corn  j^ield 
on  acreage  not  husked  were  made  by  the  State  assessors'  office  because  it  v;as 
felt  that  farmers  in  those  years  vrovild  select  their  best  aci^eages  for  huslcing 
end  cut  or  hog  off  the  rest,  ivhich  would  have  a  different  and  lovfer  yield. 
This  separate  yield  estimation  was  then  multiplied  by  the  acreage  not  husked 
and  the  total  added  to  that  reported  as  husked. 

This  was  done  by  cotmties  only  and  not  by  tovmships.     The  township  yields 
for  these  'cito  years,  then,  are  somev.rhat  high  since  they  are  ba,sed  only  on 
acreage  husked  for  grain  and  bushels  husked.     The  total  corn  acreage  is  shovm 
by  to-..Tishdp  vrith  this  yield  end  any  attempt  to  multiply  it  by  the  acreage 
shoTm  to  got  total  production  mil  result  in  a  too  high  figure.     The  cotrxity 
sumiacry  table  figures  for  corn  yield  in  1934  and  1936  have  been  adjusted  for 
poorer  yields  on  that  acreage  not  husked  and  these  yields  may  legitimately  be 
multiplied  by  the  acreages  shc/vn  there  to  arrive  at  total  productions  for  the 
county. 

In  all  other  years  actual  tovmship  productions  may  be  derived  from  the 
yield  end  acreage  figures  shown  in  the  tables  since  corn  yield  has  been  as- 
sujued  to  be  e^ual  in  all  utilizations.     The  county  yield  and  tovmship  yields 
are,  thoreforo,  consistent  in  all  years  o::ccpt  1934  and  1936.
